Th e h amlets doomed by th e wwr 
tersh ed auth orities are Croton Fa lls, 
Cro ss River a nd a part of th e to wn o f 
Bo mers. Th e bouses, ch urcbeSv stmres, 
Ibops a iltl even th e cemeteries are to 
he blotted out, leaving o nly the ba re 
la nd, wh ich will h e flfioded with wa ter, 
ma king two lakes, each about fo ur 
miles lo ng . Th e first of th e v illa g e 
to g o will be Cross River, wh ere New 
York h as begun th e erection of a n im­ 
mense dam to cost $3,000,000. one 
o f 
th e busiest manufacturing centers 
o f 
Westch ester county. It naa a popula­ 
tio n of 500, with a postoffice, thiee 
ch urch es, two sch ools, a cemetery and 
a h alf dozen stores and sh ops. 
Th e place was founded in 
revolu- 
Gonary times and was famous gen* 
eratlons ago for Its paper manufao* 
toiies. 
Th e people will be paid for 
th eir property at “market value,” but 
th is will h ardly compensate th em for 
th e loss of th eir h omes and th e break­ 
ing up of th eir associations.

Ev ery Family—State Legisla­

On e of the most appallin g elemen ts ^ 
in the fire loss Is the n umber of pub­ 
lic fire traps con sumed . 
Figures for

In America Alone One Million Work 
in Mines, Factories and Stores, 


In America today there are prob­ 
ably one million children work ing in 
the mines, factories and stores, says 
World’s Work . They have been, with 
rare exceptions, reared in poverty. 
Many of their brothers and sisters 
have died from lack of proper nutri­ 
tion and because of Insanitary homes. 
But these little toilers are those who 
have survived in the face of the evils 
of insanitary conditions and of un­ 
wholesome and insufficient food. 
Before reaching the age when they 
are naturally to have the 
incentive 
which inspires men to go out and la­ 
bor, they are sent into the work shops. 
They are not fathers, filled with the 
desire to gain for 
themselves 
and 
their families a sure economic foot­ 
hold in the world of men; they are 
not, as men are, ambitious because of 
tueir love for another or because of 
their desire to provide for dependent 
wife or children; they do not feel 
those primal incentives wnich actu­ 
ate adults in their struggle for live­ 
lihood; they are not seek ing a home 
of their own, nor do they realize the 
economic conditions which 
demand 
that they shall mak e provision for 
the future. 
They are tender, half-formed, half- 
grown, thoughtless, play-loving chil­ 
dren, without sense of responsibility, 
without sense of future needs, tak en 
by other hands from the playgrounds 
which they love, and forced to be­ 
gin a life of toil, the real meaning 
of which they k now not and which 
for them may end only in the days

dalia is the capital and chief city , is, 
with the ex ception of a small offset 
In the sou thwestern comer, almost a 
perfect parallelogram, 29 miles from 
north to sou th and 24 miles from 
east to west. It has an area of 427 ,- 
520 acres. 389,000 acres of which are 
good and tllable. the remainder be­ 
ing timber, rocky pastu re and stream 
beds. 
It has a popu lation of abou t 
40,000, at least half of which is with­ 
in the limits of the city of Sedalia. 
The su rface of the cou nty Is roll­ 
ing prairie, 
dotted here and there 
with wooded blu ffs and intersected 
with small streams. The elev ation of 
Sedalia, the center of the cou nty , is 
927 feet. The cou nty Is trav ersed by 
elev en small streams, mnnlng from 
west to east. 
The largest are the 
Big Mu ddy on the 
north and Flat 
creek on the sou th. The banks of tbe 
streams are fringed with timber and 
most of them are well stocked with 
fish. 
From the bottom Tands along the 
streams the grou nd rises abmptly 
into wooded, rocky 
blu ffs, sloping 
gently toward the lowlands into plat­ 
eau s, then gradu ally sinking to the 
prairie lev el, 
forming 
a landscape 
u nsu rpassed for tranqu il beau ty . 
The cou nty still has large tracts of 
timber wltb all the v arieties Indtgen- 
ons to this latitu de. The climate Is 
ex ceedingly healthfu l, there being no 
stagnant ponds or malarial swamps. 
Tbe soil Is black loam, from 40 to 


cattle grazing on a thou sand hills; 
with y ellow com and garnered grain 
and hay ; with schools su pported by 
a generou s state; with e i ^ r markets 
at the door for his ev ery produ ct; In 
the center of a region rich in deeds of 
Talou r in a 
gloriou s history ; ^iib 
prospects for the fu tu re so great as 
to be 
almost 
inconceiv able, small 
wonder is it that the Inhabltarts of 
this fav ored land hav e learned there­ 
withal to be content and *?eek no 
other clime. 


As soon as Sedalia was fou nded It 
became ev ident that it mu st u ltimately 
become the cou nty seat, which was 
then at Georgetown. No definite ac­ 
tion was taken, howev er, till 1864, 
when, by an act of the legislatu re, Se­ 
dalia was made the cou nty capital, 
thou gh actu al remov al did not take 
place till the following y ear. 
From 
that time on Sedalia has continu ed to 
play a more and more important part 
in the history of the state and the 
Great West. 
The city of Sedalia is located with­ 
in a few miles of the geographical 
center of the state: Is 96 miles east 
of Kansas City and 188 miles west of 
St. Lou is. There are no large cities 
near and its trade territory is v ast,* 
fertile and thickly popu lated. 
The 
site of the city is a high roll in the 
prairie in the center of Pettis cou nty . 
Within the city limits are the beds 
of two small streams, 
wbich giv e 
natu ral drainage. 
It 
Is on an emi­ 
nence, the grou nd sloping gently In all 
directions from the center of the town. 
The soil beneath the city is a rich 
black loam, u nderlaid with limestone, 
making ex cav ations and street work 
easy and cheap. 
The residence portions of the city 
are generou sly shaded by thou wnds 
of beau tifu l trees. The streets, as a 
ru le, are wide and well pav ed. 
In 
many places there are wide av enu es 
cm either side of the street, lined with 
trees and bordered with grass and 
flowers. 
There is perhaps no city In the 
West of equ al popu lation with as 
many elegant 
homes and spwslou s 
lawns, splendid manslcms and ru stic 
cottages hid in a wilderness of v ines 
and flowers; nor Is there a city of Its 
size which cmn equ al It in scshcmls, 
libraries, chu rches and other pu blic 
bu ildings, of which 
its people are 


The City of Sedalia. 
The city of Sedalia was fou nded 
in 1857 by Gen. Geo. R. Smith, the 
plat of the town being filed for record 
by him Nov ember 30 of that v r^ar. 
It was originally called Sedv ifle. in 
honor of Gen. Smith's dau ghter, Sadie, 
who* was u su ally known as *‘Sed.” 
The original plat contained 160 acres, 
ly ing north of the Missouri Pacific 
railroad and between what 
*s now <he 
main part of tbe city and Georgetown. 
It was not u ntil 1860 that the plat 
was filed of what was known as Se­ 
dalia. This plat inclu ded the original 
town of Sedalia and a large tract of 
land sou th of the Missou ri Pacific 
and ex tending as far sou th as Third 
street There was v ery little growth 
to the city till after the war; then 
bu siness men and interested capital­ 
ists took notice of her natu ral adv ant­ 
ages, and her growth from that time 
on was rapid and su bstantial. 


ju stly prou d, bu t Sedalia is, howev er, 
pre-eminently a city of homes. 
It now has a popu lation of at 
20,000 and it is u niv ersally ccmceded 
that before another y ear ends it will 
ex ceed 25,000. The opening of the new 
shops, which are ex pected to he In 
fu ll operation by Janu ary 1, 1906, will 
bring to the city abou t 1,500 men, 
with their families. 
The force mo h 
ploy ed by the M., K. & T. will aliB 
be greatly increased. These, io g eAh et 
with others who will come here hi 
consequ ence, will add to the popu lattoo 
fu lly what is here stated. 
The growth in popu lation for the 
past y ear has been gratify ing, the 
assessor's list showing an IncreaM 
of 500 names ov er last y ear. 
The increase in the v olu me d hu sK 
ness ov er all prev iou s records is v ery 
great, and shows a healthy condition 
of all ou r v aried fields of commerolal 
activ ity . 
Du ring the past y ear Sedalia has 
had a bu ilding boom u nequ alled W 
any city In the state and u nprece­ 
dented in its histoty . More than 40t 
new bu ildings 
hav e 
been eredM 
since Janu ary 1, 1905, and it it is- 
pected that the nu mber will r^Mh i l 
least 500 before the y ear dome. Oa 
ev ery street iu town new hu fldlngB:

The act carried with It an appropri­ 
ation Gi $60,000 for buildings and other 
necessary eqrdiunent. 
The nex t gen­ 
eral assembly 
appropriated 
$75,000 


for the same purpose and iMt year 
the legislature set aside $181,000 to 
be likewise used. Added to this is the 
Breeders* fund, which up to this time 
has amounted to $75,000, making 
a 
total of $320,000, and $300,000 of which 
has been ex pended in buildings and 
equipment This is wholly apart from 
the 160 acres of land donated by the 
city. 
There are now on the grounds twen­ 
ty-seven buildings, ex clusive of band 
stands, ticket offices, officers’ booths, 
etc. 
There are eleven speed horse 
bams, two ex hibitors’ horse bams, ac­ 
commodating 300 horses; three cattle 
bams, where 600 head of cattle can 
be carei^or; one swine building, hous­ 
ing 1,200 hogs; one Implement build­ 
ing, 120 feet by 208 feet; poultry, ag­ 
riculture, horticulture, dairy, adminis­ 
tration and custodian buildings; race 
track, grand stand 
and other small 
structures. There is in process of con­ 
struction a live stock pavilion, 177 feet 
by 240 feet, with a live stock arena 
one third of a mile in circumference 
and with an amphitheater with a seat­ 
ing capacity of 6,000. 
This will be 
the largest building of the kind in the 
state outside of the Convention hall 
at Kansas City. 
An effort is being 
made to provide about 10,000 chairs 
for the arena and use the building as 
a great convention hall for the many 
gatherings in Sedalia. A fund amount­ 
ing to a ccmsiderable sum has already 
been raised to erect a « invention hall. 
It is proposed to use this money to 
provide seats for the live stock arena, 
thus making a convention ball with 
seating capacity of 
at least 15,000 
Like other things of public import in 
Sedalia, the movement will probably 
succeed, giving to Sedalia the second 


this country. Though not as large as 
that of the World's Fair at St. Louis, 
it ex celled it in the grad a of slock 
shown. 
The constant increase in attendance 
and receipts each 
year, in spite of 
continual adverse weather, is very 
gratifying. The attendance this year 
on the big day, Thursday, aggregated 
35,000 paid admissions, and the total 
receipts for the week were ?£ 7,036. 
The races form an in.portant and 
interesting feature. 
The purses are 
large and some of the speediest ani­ 
mals in the country are found on the 
tracks here each year. 
Many of the state fairs receive large 
sums from their states for agricul­ 
tural and 
other premiums, notably 
Illinois, where $10,000 is appropriated 
for that purpose each year. The Mls- 
8omi State Fair has 
thus far been 
aelf-supportlng, paying all of its pre­ 
miums, purses and ex penses out of 
its receipts. 
The State Pair has been of incalcu­ 
lable benefit to Sedalia. Many thou­ 
sands of visitors come each year, meet 
our people, see the beauty of our city 
and leam of our achievements. They 
go away to add to the city's fame and 
aid its progress. To come is to desire 
to return and become willing subjects 
of the Prairie ^ueen. 
With a city so advantageously lo­ 
cated for holding the State Fair and 
in a state whose vast resources are 
hardly dreamed of, even by her own 
people; its fertile soil; its salubrious 
climate, untold millions of mineral 
wealth which the pick of the prospec-

the center of their own vast business. 
Here are located important division 
offices and immense shops for the re­ 
pair of their engines and other rolling 
stock, employing many hundreds of 
men. The value of the entire property 
in the city owned by these two roads, 
consisting of shops, 
round houses, 
tracks, yards, freight and passenger 
depots, hospital, etc., amounts to fully 
$2,000,000.

The New Mleeouii Pacific Shopa 
Without doubt the most important 
industrial event in the commercial 
history of Sedalia was the location 
here of the new Missouri Pacific gen­ 
eral machine shopa 
It was a great effort for a citizenship 
that had made many personal sacri­ 
fices for the city’s good, but success 
finally crowned the efforts of a peo­ 
ple unsurpassed in public spirit. At 
an Inducement for the location of the 
shops, the people of Sedalia offered 
$200,000 and 120 acres of land. The 
contract 
was 
signed 
at St. Louis 
March 28, 1904, by the officers of the 
company and Mayor Babcock, acting 
for the city of Sedalia. Many cities 
were making strenuous efforts to se­ 
cure the prize, among them Kansas 
City and Atchison, Kas., but Sedalia, 
on account of her natural advantages 
and the splendid inducements offered, 
was selected.
